ORDER REGARDING SERVICE 

 

The Securities and Exchange Commission (“Commission”) issued an Order Instituting 

Proceedings (“OIP”), on September 21, 2022, pursuant to Section 203(f) of the Investment 

Advisers Act of 1940, against Eugenio Garcia Jimenez, Jr.1  The OIP’s service list provided an 

address for Jimenez on Bonne Chance Drive in Orlando, Florida (“Address 1”).  On October 21, 

2022, the Division of Enforcement filed an affidavit of Dana Young of Cavalier Courier & 

Process Service, which stated that Young served the OIP on an individual who was the “co-

resident/ brother-in-law of Eugenio Garcia Jimenez, Jr.” at an address on Rockledge Grove Court 

in Orlando, Florida (“Address 2”) that, “[u]pon information and belief,” is Jimenez’s “usual 

place of abode.”  But the affidavit did not clarify the discrepancy between Address 1 and 

Address 2, such as how the process server determined that Address 2 is Jimenez’s usual place of 

abode.   

Accordingly, it is ORDERED that, if the Division has additional proof of service that 

clarifies the discrepancy between the addresses provided for Jimenez in the affidavit and on the 

service list of the OIP, it file such proof by November 14, 2022; and, if the Division does not 

have such proof, it file a status report concerning service of the OIP by November 14, 2022, and 

every 28 days thereafter until it obtains proof of service.
